MADISON, Wis., Dec. 24.—That 
the State Department at Washing- | 
ton has pigeonholed reports which, 
if given’ to the public, would have 
made impossible poisoning the 
American public “with lies fabri- 
cated about Russia,” and that the 
Russian division of the State De* 
partment at Washington is a nest 
of “Russian aristocracy.” opposed 
to the new regime mn Russia, were 
two charges made by Prof. E. A. 
Ross of the economic department 
of the University of Wisconsin . 

The criticisms of the State De- 
partment’s handling of Russian af- 
fairs are made by Prof. Ross in a 
book entitled the “Russian Soviet 
Republic.” Copies of the book were 


received in Madison this week on 


the same day that Secretary of 
State Hughes at Washington offi- 
cially announced that the United 
States Government could not rec- 
ognize Russia in its present poli- 
cies and government. 

Ross says “the damning facts are 
not drawn.from bolshevik sources, 
but from documents and nonbol- 
sources.” 
publishers announce “Prof. Ross is 


not at all a Socialist. He is an old- 


time economist who never has put 
faith in the economic experiment 
tried in Russia, but he is deter- 
mined to show up the deceits prac- 
ticed upon his fellow countrymen.” 

Says War Offer Was Ignored. 

The book is the third volume on 
Russia written by Prof. Ross since 
his visit to that country in 1917. 
Ross attacks what he calls propa- 
ganda stories against Russia car- 
ried in the larger newspapers as 
an attempt to make “the world 
safe for private capitalism.” 

In his book, Prof. Ross puts his 
findings into seven questions as a 
preface. He asks: 

“Do you know that in March, 
1918, the soviet government of- 
fered to resume fighting the Ger- 
mans if we would furnish muni- 
tions and supplies, and that our 
Government ignored the offer? 

“That originally the red army 
was aimed at the Germans, and 
that allied officers helped organize 
it?

[OF PURE pats df} : 


By HANNAH WING

VERY vegetable stand these 
E days gleams with the hidden 

gold of that friendly vegetable, 
the carrot. Pr@bably it has its cir- 
cle of friends who appreciate its 
value aS served in slender dices, 
delicately buttered or turned into 
tiny balls and mixed with peas. 
Too often is it associated only with 
soups and stews. 

We all know nowadays that the 
more vegetables served in salads 
uncooked, the greater their value 
is, as both mineral and vitamines 
are likely to be affected by the pro- 
cess of cooking. Now the carrot 
is an excellent vegetable to eat raw 
it it is finely grated, so that its 
fiber is broken down enough for 
the digestive juices to act upon it. 

Imagine the appeal of the color 
alone of this array of grated car- 
rot on lettuce. It may be served 
alone with French dressing, or with 
bails of cream cheese, or mixed 
with grated cheddar cheese. 

Anot&Aer delightful salad is made 
from the grated raw carrot set in 
aspic. It may be a surprise to 
some to kWow that the carrot can 
gracefully appear on the dassert list 
or as a sweet. A favorite accom- 
raniment for cold sliced meat-is 2 
carrot honey, made from the grat- 
ed raw carrot, the juice of two 
lemons and the grated rind of one 
mixed with two cupfuls of sugar 
and heated slowly until the sugar 
is dissolved and then allowed to 
simmer until the honey is thick 
and clear. 

As an extender of the orange 
in orange marmalade the carrot 
is even an improvement. Six thiek, 
sliced carrots cooked until tender, 
and three sliced oranges and a 
sliced lemon, wit two-thirds as 
much sugar by measure will make 
a surprisingly large quantity of 
marmalade, and the quality will 
please. 

When one gets into the class of 
vegetables used as “pie timber’’ 
the carrot far outclasses squash or 
sweet potato as a rival of the 
pumpkin. A carrot pie is made 
from mashed, boiled carrots, use 
any pumpkin ple receipt, except 
that mace, nutmeg and cinnamon 
are a better combination of spice 
than the ginger used with pump- 
kin. Also be sure to add a table- 
spoon of melted butter. 

The carrot, by the way, is such 
a good source of one of the vita- 
mines that it is used in many 
laboratory feeding experiments 
and hasbeen the bone of conten- 


tion among scientists who hay | water. 


been trying to determine if one of 
the vitamines is particularly asso- 
ciated with yellow pigment in 
foods. And yet the carrot is often 
passed by on the vegetable stands 
perhaps because it it too cheap. 

Those who seek a healthful diet 
can do no better than eat more 
carrots.
